suspect appaigned

Victor Russell, 42, of Ro¬ 
mulus, who allegedly drove a 
huge van in which a Detroit 
woman died over the Memo¬ 
rial Day weekend, surren¬ 
dered to Romulus police on 
Monday and was arraigned a 
short time later before 34th 
District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley. 

A return court date has 
been set for 9 a.m. Aug. 16 as 
Russell faces a charge that he 


was driving the vehicle while 
under the influence of liquor 
that resulted in the death of 
another person. 

If convicted of the charge, 
Russell faces up to 15 years in 
prison. 

Russell, who was seriously 
injured himself in the high¬ 
speed accident case, was noti¬ 
fied last week by Romulus 
Traffic Officer Cliff West that 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
office had issued a warrant for 
his arrest in the case. 


Killed in the crash was 
Tammy Hill-Kennedy, 27, of 
Detroit. 

According to the initial po¬ 
lice report, Russell was oper¬ 
ating a large 2000 Excursion 
SUV and traveling north on 
Harrison Road about 3 a.m. 
May 28. 

The SUV reportedly hit a 
curb on the left hand side of 
Harrison, sending it skirting 
off to the right, where it struck 
a utility pole. 

Police said the pole fell 
across the vehicle, delaying 


the rescue of the two occu¬ 
pants for more than 15 min¬ 
utes. 

A Detroit Edison crew re¬ 
sponded to turn off the elec¬ 
tricity and the Detroit woman 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Russell, who suffered se¬ 
rious throat and chest injuries 
was then airlifted to St. Jos¬ 
eph’s Hospital in Ann Arbor. 

Because of his recuperation 
process, West informed 
Russell of the warrant and 
waited for him to respond. 


Family Pharmacy building approved

A new Family Pharmacy 
building to be located at the 
corner of Goddard and Ster¬ 
ling in downtown Romulus 
was approved unanimously 
Monday night by the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

The property is the first to 
be rezoned downtown under 
the new Central Business Dis¬ 
trict zoning plan. The site for¬ 
merly was listed as a C-2 
(general business) zone. 

Currently an old Ford 
building is located at the site 
and will be demolished, a 
store spokesman said, prior to 
the new building being con¬ 
structed. 

Bill Newman, pharmacy 
owner, told the council he 
owns a similar pharmacy in 
downtown Belleville (known 
as Andrews Sav-Mor Phar¬ 
macy) and that it has met wide 
acceptance there. 

At this time, the drug store 
is not seeking any additional 
customers and thus the street

and nearby parking options 
are adequate. 

As discussed when the issue 
was before the City Planning 
Commission, Newman said a 
large outdoor clock will be 
placed on the roof of the store. 

He has not decided at this 
point what type of numerals 


will be on the clock - regular 
or Roman. 

Newman said the store, 
when opened, will add a 
1-Hour photo site, cosmetics 
department and professional 
hair care products. 

The store will remain open 
until 8 p.m. on nights from 
Monday thru Friday and until 
5 p.m. on Saturdays.

In another case, the council- 
approved a rezoning request 
4-3 that would switch 19 acres 
of land near Hannan and the

DiDomenico and he revealed 
he hoped to construct up to 11 
buildings there. 

Tony Heimberger, a local 
citizen, objected to the re¬ 
quest, saying if any change 
should occur it should be re¬ 
zoned residential. 

Councilman Donald Morris 
however said he felt the piece 
of property was very isolated 
and doubted there would be 
any interest in residential use 
there.

A rezoning request that re¬ 
portedly would have added a 
hotel and restaurant to the cor¬ 
ner of Oakwood and Eureka 
Roads in the current Oakwood 
Industrial Park was defeated 
Monday night by a vote of 4-3. 

The rezoning request was 
offered by Haitham Semma 
and sought to change the zon¬ 
ing from M-2 (general indus¬ 
trial) to C-2 (general business) 
for a restaurant, hotel or gen¬ 
eral business. 

Last month, a Planning 
Commission hearing was held 
on the issue and two citizens 
spoke out on the plan and the 
commission voted seven to one 
to reject the C-2 request.

The council was told 
that the hotel/ 
restaurant would 
generate more money 
than an M-2 zone 
project. 


When the issue was raised 
before the City Council on 
Monday, some questioned if an 
UDscale hotel would be at¬ 
tracted to a site along side a 
railroad track. 

The petitioner said a restau¬ 
rant alone on the property 
would not economically sup¬ 
port the property investment 
without a hotel adjoining. 

The council was told that 
the hotel/restaurant would 
generate more money than an 
M-2 zone project. 

Councilman Donald Morris, 
who also serves on the Plan¬ 
ning Commission, said most on 
the commission supported the 
restaurant idea, but not the ho¬ 
tel plan. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth quipped that it seems 
strange that the city doesn’t 
want visitors sleeping one 
night near a M-2 zone, but ap¬ 
parently has no qualms about 
building homes near such a 
zoned area. 

Councilwoman Debbie Ro- 
mak offered a motion to accept 
the zone change, but it died 
from lack of a second. 

Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla then made a motion to ac¬ 
cept the Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s recommendation to 
deny the zoning change. 

Joining P^byla were Coun- 
cilmen Morris, LeRoy Burcroff 
and William Crova. Opposed 
were Wadsworth, Romak and 
Randy Gear. 

In another matter, the coun¬ 
cil unanimously approved a 
special land use request to 
erect a gas station and a Bur¬ 
ger King Restaurant on 1.56 
acres of land at Middlebelt 
and the 1-94 expressway. 

The proposed development 
will be known as Mobil Plaza 
under a plan devised by Elite 
Design and Development of 
Dearborn. 

Few trucks are expected to 
use the gas station, since no 
diesel fuel will be sold there. 
Councilman Morris reported. 

The petitioners said the res¬ 
taurant could be open as early 
as December.

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Council debates fate of 
street repair projects

Although they all agreed 
upon the need to repair major 
and local streets, city council 
and the city’s engineering staff 
can’t find common grounds to 
launch the project. 

The administration has 
asked council for authoriza¬ 
tion to solicit sealed bids or 
quotes from contractors for 
street resurfacing and/or re¬ 
placement, but some members 
of the Inkster council said that 
without more information, 
specifically specs for the pro¬ 
posed paving program, they 
would vote down the proposal. 

Council also debated 
whether to resurface streets 
with asphalt or concrete. 

“If we go asphalt, we’ll have 


salt and pepper streets all over 
the city,” said council member 
Ernest Hendricks, alluding to 
the white stains left after 
streets are salted to melt snow 
and ice.. 

Herb J. Lamkin, executive 
vice president of Wade Trim, 
the city’s engineering firm, 
stressed to council the differ¬ 
ence in the cost of concrete vs. 
asphalt. 

“We’re trying to get you the 
biggest value for your dollar,” 
Lamkin said. “And we’re at¬ 
tempting to do it as cost- 
effective as possible.” 

Three major roadways ap¬ 
parently need the city’s imme¬ 
diate attention. The streets 
include the North and South 
River Park Drive areas. 

Muzaffar Lakhani, Director 
of Public Works, reminded the 


lawmakers most major con¬ 
tractors are already involved 
in major road repairs in the 
area and across the country 
and it will be difficult to resur¬ 
face any street if there are fur¬ 
ther delays. 

If the city decides to go out 
for quotes, the council must 
unanimously approve the con¬ 
tractor’s quote, while if they 
opt to ask for bids, the process 
would take longer and the bids 
have to be opened simul¬ 
taneously after they have been 
received. 

Councilman Ernest 
Hendricks said he still had 
concerns on the way the ad¬ 
ministration is presenting the 
project to him and members of 
council because he and coun¬ 
cil “do not have any specs.”

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Skateboarders meet with city 

Teen group announces plans to build a skate park

A nervous Aaron Silvenis 
approached the Belleville 
Council about his dream to 
build a skate park. Silvenis, a 
15-year-old sophomore at Be¬ 
lleville High School, is leading 
a teen grassroots committee. 
Skate Zone, which is currently 
raising funds to build the park. 

Silvenis arrived at the coun¬ 
cil meeting with a model and 
financial plan in hand, and 
was greeted with some praise 
as well as skepticism from the 
council and the audience. 

Skate Zone is proposing a 
park at the now abandoned 
basketball court at Victory 
Park. The park would include 
a 30-fl. by 60-fl:. concrete slab, 
three concrete benches, two 
concrete curb stops, a 14-ft 
high concrete half pipe, a 
kicker ramp and flat bar, as 
well as landscaping and ref^use 
containers. The project would 
cost approximately $5,000, and 
Skate Zone vows to do all the 
fund raising. 

The group has already be¬ 
gun selling baked goods at the 
Belleville Farmers Market 
and received permission Mon¬ 
day to hold a rummage sale at 
Horizon Park on August 19. 

Silvenis reported that when 
the community Youth Advisory 
Board formed last year, one of 
• the group’s key concerns was 
youth activities, particularly 
skateboarding. 

Silvenis realized that in or¬ 
der to “reduce conflict with 
the police,” a legal place to 
skateboard was necessary, a 
special meeting was called. 
Silvenis reported that nearly 
90 local teens showed up to the 
meeting in July. Silvenis also 
said that local teens have 
taken interest in the project 
because there is not a lot for 
Belleville youth to do in their 
own town. 

So, the teens researched 
costs, fabricated a model and 
arrived en masse at city hall to 
announce their plans. 

But the idea wasn’t wel¬ 
comed with all open arms. 

Belleville Police Depart¬ 
ment Cpl. Harry Taylor ex¬ 
pressed his concerns about 
liability and the potential for 
trouble-including loud, swear¬ 
ing, smoking teens-in the pro¬ 
posed park. 

Silvenis said, “We want this 
to be a family oriented place 
with no swearing and no smok¬ 
ing....We want to give skate¬ 
boarders a good name.” 

Taylor, however, said skate¬ 
boarders have a bad name be¬ 
cause the have “no regard for 
other people and their prop¬ 
erty.” He cited incidents in 
which he had to advise teens to 
leave the Bellville High School 
grounds when they were skat¬ 
ing and destroying property, 


and “just about gave Mr. Rich- 
endollar a heart attack.” 

Belleville resident Ralph 
Mayer said the proposed park 
would be right in his back 
yard, and if the skateboarders 
are anything like the basket¬ 
ball players, he would be skep¬ 
tical about such a park too. He 
reports loud, foul language 
regularly coming from the bas¬ 
ketball court, and doesn’t want 
more of the same from the 
skate park. 

Mayer said the swearing 
and disturbance has at times 
been bad enough that he 
would have called the police, 
but did not, for fear the teens 
would find out he was the one 
who called and retaliate. 

But Belleville Police De¬ 
partment Cpl. Gene Taylor 
stepped up on behalf of the 
teens. He said he is a former 
“sidewalk surfer” himself, and 
explained that skateboarders 

can indeed skate on city side¬ 
walks. “They have the same 
rights as pedestrians,” he said. 

Council member William 
Creamean commended Sil¬ 
venis on his initiative and sug¬ 
gested that the committee take 
their plans to Belleville’s 
Parks and Recreation commit¬ 
tee before proceeding. 

Council member Kay Atkins 
explained that she has ap¬ 
proached Parks and Recre¬ 
ation, as she has worked 
closely with the youth involved 
in the proposal. She said she 
had proposed two other prop¬ 
erties, and was shot down be¬ 
cause commissioners said. 


“That’s in my back yard.” Fur¬ 
ther, she explained one com¬ 
mission suggested the vacant 
property on Main and Third, 
not realizing that the city does 
not own that property and it 
carries a halfimillion-dollar 
price tag. 

Council member Rosemary 
Loria also suggested the teens 
approach Parks and Recre¬ 
ation. However, she said she 
does not necessarily see the 
value of putting the skate park 
at Victory Park, explaining she 
wants the park to remain a 
family oriented park. Further, 
she explained, her own chil¬ 
dren never complained that 
they “have nothing to do,” as 
they were involved in sports 
and extracurricular activities. 

Atkins suggested that an¬ 
other council member and a 
member of Parks and Recre¬ 
ation serve with her to assist in 
guiding the teens, so that after 
they’ve put in many long hours 
of work, they don’t meet more 
surprise objections. Council 
member William Emerson 
obliged. 

“It concerns me when peo¬ 
ple come to this issue with 
closed minds,” she said. “Are 
we going to continue to chase 
away our youth?” 

She said, “You know what 
we’re doing? We’re sending 
them to Ann Arbor; we’re 
sending them to Brighton; 
We’re sending them to Taylor. 
It’s a sad day in Belleville 
when we have nothing to offer 
our youth.”

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Scott, Anderson provide ho-hum 
primary election with fireworks 


As I write this, many of us have returned 
from voting in one of the least contested 
Primary Elections held in recent memory. 
In two townships, Canton and Van Buren, 
incumbents ran unopposed. That essen¬ 
tially means, since Canton is mostly Re¬ 
publican and Van Buren overwhelmingly 
Democratic, residents in those townships 
will continue with the same slate of offi¬ 
cers for the next four years. 

Fortunately, other areas of Western 
Wayne were more competitive. For in; 
stance the state representative race that 
pitted Westland city council persons Glenn 
Anderson against Sharon Scott, was large- 
campaign just like the big boystoss aside 
meaningful issues like the trash inciner- 
meaningflil issues like the trash incinera¬ 
tor issue that is costing Westland taxpayers 
thousands of dollars and lambaste one an¬ 
other for driving foreign cars. Gee whiz, 
that’s an important topic! 

But that’s what happened. Scott accused 
Anderson of driving around in a Honda. 
But Anderson seemed to have gotten the 
last laugh, noting the Honda was built in 
America, and by the way, what’s that VW 
doing in your garage, Mrs. Scott? Scott, 
now on the defensive pointed out that the 
VW hadn’t run in years and said some¬ 
thing to the effect that every hillbilly (re¬ 
ferring to her husband) needs an old junk 
car. 

What? I’m confused. Sharon your accus¬ 
ing Anderson of driving a foreign vehicle 
when you have one parked in your 
garage? Does that make sense? Apparent¬ 
ly the UAW leadership, which threw their 
support to Scott, much to the chagrin of 
many local UAW workers, wanted her to 
attack Anderson on this point That must 
be it, right? 

And while we’re on the subject, it would 
be nice to know what criteria was used by 
the UAW to select Scott over Anderson. In 
a largely UAW town, Anderson has been 
the leading vote-getter amongst those run¬ 
ning for City Council. Conversely, Sharon 
Scott is facing a recall election, because 
many UAW voters, as well as others, do not 
care for her voting record, particularly in 
the matter of fired clerk, Patricia Giblwns 

Ironically, however, one of the strange 
twists to this whole election process, is that 
Sharon Scott, if she won Tuesday, and then 
defeated Gibbons in November, could be 
the first politician to be unceremoniously 
voted out of her council position in a recall 


election, yet 
win the 
more presti¬ 
gious seat of 
State Repre¬ 
sentative. 

Wouldn’t 
that be 
something to report about? 

More over another twist of irony, if Scott 
makes it through the primary, her oppo¬ 
nent will be fired city clerk, I^t Gibbons. 
Scott was the deciding vote to dump Gib¬ 
bons from her post Wouldn’t that be sweet 
revenge for Gibbons if she were to beat 
Scott in November? 

Enough of Scott. In another hotly con¬ 
tested race current Westland Mayor Bob 
Thomas decided to throw his hat in the 
ring against 22-year County Commission 
incumbent Kay Beard. On the surface this 
makes no sense. Why pick on an incum¬ 
bent like Beard who lives and breathes 
her position as Vice-Chair of the Board? In 
the case of Thomas, he would be sacrific¬ 
ing nearly $50,000 in yearly salary and a 
whole lotta of prestige that automatically 
comes with being the mayor of a large city 

Additionally, Thomas has done a re¬ 
markable about face from his previous po¬ 
sitions. It was just a couple of years ago 
when he was talking about joining with 
others in an effort to secede the western 
portions of the county from the govern¬ 
mental control of Detroit-dominated 
Wayne County 

Somewhere along the line. County Exec¬ 
utive Ed McNamara and chief assistant 
Michael Duggan got a hold of Thomas and 
offered some favors if he would stop yack¬ 
ing about secession. When Beard wouldn’t 
play ball on the McNamara team, and be¬ 
gan insisting that the shenanigans at Metro 
Airport be audited, Ed and Mike recruited 
new recruit Thomas to take on new enemy 
Beard. And lo and behold with his gener¬ 
ous Westland pension, it was figured 
Thomas would come out ahead in the 
salary game as commissioner 

I will, however, give credit where credit 
is due. Scott, Anderson and Thomas de¬ 
serve pats on the back for throwing their 
names in the ring. At least they give people 
a choice. Unfortunately voters in Canton 
and Van Buren will not have a choice be¬ 
cause no one cares enough to provide oi> 
position. That indeed, is a sad story. 



Inclusion is a key political plus

Many statewide races we are 
sure will pick up the theme - 
since when created effectively it 
can have a dramatic impact on 
voters for years to come.

Four years ago national voter 
turnouts dropped to the lowest

With the Republicans already 
heard from and Democrats ready 



to take center stage - the public is 
ready to hear more about “inclu¬ 
sion” but at the same time expects 
to hear blatantly negative mes¬ 
sages day-in and day-out through 
early November 

Politicians feel negative ads 
work - but they also turn off voters 
in growing numbers. Voters do be¬ 
lieve the ads...and thus many feel 
neither candidate is worth their 
vote. 

The scariest part of the whole 


political equation is that one of 
the smallest turnout numbers in 
voter-blocks today belongs to the 
youngest - those between the ages 
ofl&-24

Pols choose image over oath 


Just before the August recess, 
members of the US House of Rep¬ 
resentatives were faced with a 
dilemma. Should t,hey uphold 
their oath of office to “preserve, 
protect and defend the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States,” or vote 
for an obviously unconstitutional 
bill to avoid criticism from the me¬ 
dia and election opponents? 

The vote was on RR 4888 (The 
Innocent Child Protection Act) 
which would prohibit states from 
executing female prisoners during 
a pregnancy. Virtually no one in 
Washington (except A1 Gore) fa¬ 
vors allowing pregnant women to 
be executed. The bill passed by a 
vote of 417 to 0 with 2 Representa¬ 



tives abstaining and 16 not voting 
(including the author of the bill). 
The entire Michigan delegation 
voted for the bill. 

Introduction of the bill was an 
obvious attempt by the Republi¬ 
can majority to turther embarrass 
the vice-president. A couple of 
Sundays ago, Tim Russert posed 
the question to A1 Gore on the 


Sunday talk show. Meet the Press. 
Gore equivocated and did not give 
a direct answer Later in the week 
he issued a statement saying the 
choice should be left up to the 
pregnant woman scheduled for 
execution (a logical extension of 
the “pro-choice” movement). 

The constitutional question 
was raised by Representative 
John Conyers of Detroit He noted 
(correctly) that the Constitution 
does not give the Congress the au¬ 
thority to interfere with state 
criminal laws and the Tenth 
Amendment reserves those pow¬ 
ers to the states. Nevertheless, 
Conyers voted for the bill. 



Lessons for Canton, Wes tland’s cops 


When a subdivision house ex¬ 
ploded into flames, the Canton 
Fire Department’s quick and mas¬ 
sive response, fire fighters brave 
and tiring fight against the spread¬ 
ing flames and putrid smoke, and 
courteous crowd control spoke 
volumes about the quality of the 
service. 

We’ve come quite a ways from 
the days when fires were the 
scourge of American cities (in¬ 
stead of national forests). It used 
to be that every spark potentially 
could lead to the Great Chicago 
Fire of 1871, when over 250 peo¬ 
ple were killed and 90,0(X) made 
homeless when four square miles 
and $200 million in property went 
up in flames while steam-pow¬ 
ered pumps chugged and clanged 
against the blaze for two days. 

Unfortunately, police depart¬ 
ments have gone the other way, at 
least since the Eisenhower era 

Along with the breakdown of 
traditional neighborhoods and the 
rise of suburban sprawl, came ris¬ 
ing levels of crime; allegations of 
profiling, racial and gender; and 
allegations of police brutality. 

In Canton, both crime and po¬ 
lice funding goes up. 

In Westland, some minority res¬ 
idents alleged that police used 
racial profiling to stop and some¬ 
times harass black drivers and de¬ 
manded a study session to discuss 
the problenfL Instead, the council 
formed a police-community rela¬ 
tions committee, further angering 
the minority critics. 

Rather reaching out to citizens 
and searching for solutions with 
an open mind, the committee 
seems bent on continuing old 
failed programs: wasting tens of 
thousands of dollars on recruiting 
minority officers and restarting a 
paid cadets program. 

This totally ignores common 
sense solutions and proven, less 
expensive solutions found across 
the country, particularly in Boston 
and San Diego. 

The common sense solution for 
the hiring of more minority offi¬ 
cers is to experiment with affir¬ 
mative action to lower require¬ 
ments for a few experienced offi¬ 
cers with excellent resumes and 
recommendations. This would

Proponents argued that a 
1920’s Supreme Court decision 
gave the Congress the power to 
override the Constitution to im¬ 
plement requirements in a treaty.

overcome the real problem, that 
minority applicants have been 
failing Westland’s civil service ex¬ 
am. 

Fbr the sake of minority hiring, 
the city has nothing to lose by 
waiving the test for one or two 
highly recommended and per¬ 
haps highly decorated black offi¬ 
cer from Detroit or Inkster. As 
long as the approach was used 
sparingly and the hiring included 
a fair trial employment period, 
Chief Emery Price could satisfac¬ 
torily monitor the minority re¬ 
cruits and bail out if necessary. 

Given the racial profiling and 
rudeness complaints from citi¬ 
zens, including Councilwoman 
Sandra Cicirelli, I’m not so sure 
that the current civil service tests 
are doing any good anyway. 

As for the complaints about the 
police, the real problem in West- 
land and Canton do not stem from 
the police officers or necessarily 
the police department The prob¬ 
lem stems from both municipali¬ 
ties following the wrong policing 
models. 

FVom reading too many police 
reports and from talking to Canton 
Public Safety Director John San- 
tomauro, it’s apparent that both 
departments are on the wrong 
track. Instead of intensely focus¬ 
ing on fighting neighborhood 
crime, both departments waste re¬ 
sources. Canton places officers in 
the schools, creating a police state 
atmosphere while breaking down 
civilized behavior systems. (DARE 
doesn’t work!) 

Both departments’ appear to 
be using “zero tolerance” enforce¬ 
ment policies on the roads, caus¬ 
ing too many drivers to be stopped 
on officers’ hunches. While these 
hunches are not racial profiling, 
they lead to misunderstandings 
and often result in legal problems 
for zero tolerance communities. 

In my opinion, a zero tolerance 


hunch, not racial profiling, led to 
the traffic stop of Willie Slater that 
instigated the racial profiling 
protest 

But enough of the what’s 
wrong. Here’s how San Diego and 
Boston do it right 

Boston police hired a Harvard 
statistician to determine the real 
source of city crime and how to 
lower it with the least racial con- 
frontatioa 

Unlike Canton or Westland, 
Boston focused on gun violence, 
not on gangs or drugs - on violent 
crime, not victimless. 

Then the police department 
enlisted federal agencies to trace 
how guns got into the hands of 
criminals and discovering who the 
most serious offenders were. 
Then they began consulting black 
ministers to win their cooperation 
in going after the ringleaders. 

The cops and ministers invited 
known criminals, drug dealers 
and young gang members to what 
they termed “call-ins,” meetings at 
which they were warned the vio¬ 
lence had to stop or there would 
be federal prosecutions. The few 
who did not heed the warnings 
have been arrested and are now 
facing long federal sentences. The 
number of arrests and confronta¬ 
tions on the street with the police 
were minimal. 

The program has been so suc¬ 
cessful tliat in the past two-and-a- 
half years, only one juvenile has 
been killed by gunfire in Bostoa 

Fortunately, local crime prob¬ 
lems are not as bad as Boston’s. 
While we would root out gun vio¬ 
lence, we probably would be fo¬ 
cusing on other problems, such as 
vandalism and construction site lar¬ 
cenies in Canton and larcenies in 
Westland. Meanwhile racial pro¬ 
filing complaints against police 
would shrink 

And hopefully DARE would be 
disbanded and police and tattle 
on-your-parents boxes removed 
from the schools so local school 
teachers could bring back civi¬ 
lized behavior control methods to 

the classrooms.

“I knew all along that the 
troops - from Pentagon brass to 
junior enlisted - felt our na¬ 
tion’s defense policy has gone 
awry,” Lance said.

Lance kicked off The Amer¬ 
ican Legion’s nonpartisan na¬ 
tional security awareness 
campaign on May II. The cam¬ 
paign includes radio public 
service announcement^ tar¬ 
geted at key battlegrounds of 
the presidential contenders. 
The message: Elect a presi¬ 
dent and a Congress that will 
reverse alarming trends such 
as a 300 percent increase in 
deployments, a one-third re¬ 
duction in the active-duty 
force, and a defense spending - 


as a percentage of Gross Do¬ 
mestic Product - similar to that 
which preceded the Pearl Har¬ 
bor attack. 

Ideal FY-200I defense 
spending would be 3-4 percent 
of GDP, according the The 
American Legion. The House 
on Wednesday approved a 
288.5 billion military appro¬ 
priation bill, outspending the 
administration’s request by $4 
billion.

Tompkins, at 19, becomes 
the youngest to win the City 
Championship Golf title. 

“It was a classic tourna¬ 
ment,” says Jeff Rutter, assis- 
tant Wayne Parks and 
Recreation director who 
served as tournament director. 
“Mark (Morton) had his prob¬ 
lems, as he usually does on the 
first day, but he came back on 
Sunday and finished with a 69, 
and I’ll tell you everyone out 
there thought he was going to 
do it again.” 

But Tompkins also got a 
scare from Wayne champ, 
Keith Kiesznowski, who appar¬ 
ently can’t shed that ‘always 
the bridesmaid image’. For the 
second straight year, the 
Wayne golfer finished runner- 
up, one stroke back of the 
leader. 

It came down to the 18th 
hole on Sunday between 
Tompkins and Kiesznowski. 

Tompkins birdied the 18th 
to edge out Kiesznowski by one 
stroke. Kiesznowski, the owner 
of Papa Romanos Pizza in 
Wayne, pulled even with 
Tompkins on the Par 4, 285- 
yard 16th hole with a birdie. 

After both golfers made par 
on the 17th, it left the 18th, a 
par 4 hole as the deciding fac¬ 
tor. 

Kiesznowski tapped in for 
par. Tompkins lined up and 
sank his 6-foot putt for birdie 
and the 2000 Tournament 
Championship was his to own. 

The four-time tournament 
champ, Morton, played in the 
same group but could only 
watch as he never got closer 
than three strokes from the 
leader. 

Morton, however, did shoot 
the best round of the tourna¬ 
ment on Sunday, a sizzling two 
under 69 and that clinched 
third place. But Morton’s seven 
over 78 on Saturday was too 
big a hole for him to climb out 
of 

Weather also kept the com¬ 
petitors in suspense. Here’s 
Rutter to explain. 

“After a day made for golf¬ 
ing on Saturday,” Rutter said, 
“the rain came late Saturday 
night and didn’t stop until Sun¬ 
day, 15 minutes before tee¬ 


time. After a cloudy start on 
Sunday, the golfers played in a 
sunny, but muggy-humid 
weather.” 

Kiesznowski didn’t walk 
away empty-handed. His 145 
provided him with the city of 
Wayne title and also, for the 
third successive year, he 
walked off with the Kenny An¬ 
derson Trophy. The trophy 
pays tribute to the memory of 
Patrolman Lenny Anderson, 
who was slain in the line of 
duty in Wayne in 1974. 


Wayne Memorial’s veritable 
athletic director, Bill Hawley, 
again proved he can play with 
the best of them. Hawley suc¬ 
cessfully defended his Senior 
Division Championship, edg¬ 
ing Rick Stoner of Wayne for 
the second straight year. After 
the tournament, Hawley re¬ 
portedly pleaded with the 
rules committee to allow the 
seniors to tee-off from the mid¬ 
dle tees to compete with the 
young long-hitters. 

Also, Mary Allen of Wayne 


managed to turn back a chal¬ 
lenge from Westland’s Connie 
Combs to win the Women’s 
Championship by one stroke. 
Defending champ Virg King 
finished third. 

In the meantime. Bob Se- 
Iberg, who finished third last 
year, successfully defended 
his Canton Township title. He 
carded 76-76 for 152 and fin¬ 
ished fourth overall, but first 
in the field of the township 
golfers. The Canton Champion¬ 
ship was very competitive this

New football playoff 
format widens field 


High school football teams 
checked into camp on Monday 
and players and staff can look 
forward to the upcoming sea¬ 
son with a better chance of 
reaching the playoffs. 

Since 1972 when the Michi¬ 
gan High School Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation adopted the “point 
system” for teams to qualify 
for post season competition, 
there has been much contro¬ 
versy over the format because 
some team with perfect re¬ 
cords couldn’t qualify. 

For example, a Class A 
school beating Class B and C 
opponents may not accumu¬ 
late the necessary points to 
qualify for the state playoffs. 
Over the years the playoff base 
has been broadened to include 
conference champs and unde¬ 
feated teams but still there 
were excellent teams that did 
not qualify. 

Now, as the 2()()0 season be¬ 
gins, the MHSSA has adopted, 
upon the recommendation of 
the coaches, a rule that if a 
team wins six of its nine, or 
five of its eight, regulaiTy-

scheduled games it will be in¬ 
vited to play in the playoffs. 

There are several other no¬ 
table changes football, as well 
as in basketball, soccer apd 
swimming, MHSAA officials 
say. 

First of all, football practice 
began on Monday (Aug. 7) for 
all schools wishing to begin 
their season on the weekend of 
Aug. 24-25-26. Some teams, as 
in the Detroit School District, 
will play their opening games 
without classes even com¬ 
mencing. 

However, all football 
schools must conduct three re¬ 
quired conditioning days of 


practice before beginning con¬ 
tact. 

Conditioning sessions may 
not include any pads. Practice 
also commences the week on 
Aug. 10 for schools sponsoring 
boys golf in the Lower Penin¬ 
sula, with competition in the 
sport beginning on Aug. 14. 

The remaining fall sports 
begin their practice schedules 
on Aug. 15, and all but three 
sports can start competition on 
that day. The first game date 
for boys soccer is Aug. 25, girls’ 
swimming and diving in the 
Lower Peninsula may open ac¬ 
tivity on Aug. 26, and the girls’ 
basketball begins on Aug. 28. 

Playing rules changes by 
the National Federation of 
State High School Associa¬ 
tions are few for the upcoming 
season, MHSAA officials state. 
However, there are some nota¬ 
ble changes. 

The most noticeable change 
in football is that there are 
now two different penalties for 
grasping an opponent’s face

High schools hit an all-time high in athletic participation 


Fueled by the continued 
growth of girls sports and a 
boom in boys sports like soc¬ 
cer and ice hockey, participa¬ 
tion in high school athletics at 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association member schools 
hit an all-time high during the 
1999-2000 school year. 

There was a total of 282,426 
participants in sports in which 
the MHSAA sponsors post¬ 


season tournaments during 
the past school year. Among 
the participants, a record 
118,292 took part in sports in 
which the MHSAA sponsors 
tournaments for girls only, 
which was a record 41.9 per¬ 
cent. 

MHSAA officials noted that 
the participation figures do 
count each team a student is a 
member of, meaning students 


who are multiple-sport ath¬ 
letes are counted more than 
once. 

The participation figures 
for girls are up over 13 percent 
since the 1994-95 school year. 
Boys are up six percent over 
the same period. 

The greatest growth in girls 
sports during the 1994-95 to 
1990-2000 time period came in 
soccer, which was up 55 per¬ 


cent, from 7,684 players to 
11,921; golf, up 52 percent, from 
2,343 participants to 3,564. 

Other girls sports with re¬ 
cord participation numbers 
last year were competitive 
cheer with 3,019 athletes; cross 
country, with 6,761; swimming 
and diving, with 6,652; and 
tennis, with 8,757. 

Volleyball was the most 
popular sport for girls for the 


fourth consecutive year. 

Of the boys sports, ice 
hockey grew 57 percent in the 
past five years, from 98 teams 
and 1,900 participants in 
1994-95, to 142 teams and 2,989 
players last year - a trend 
which is expected to continue. 

Boys soccer has grown over 
25 percent to a record 12,987 
participants in 1999-2000. 

Football continues to be the 


most popular sports for boys, 
and its numbers have re¬ 
mained stable over the past 
decade. 

The participation figures 
are gathered annually by the 
MHSAA member schools to 
submit to the National Federa¬ 
tion of State High School Asso- 
ciations for compiling its 
national survey.
